Applicant's proposed amendment would render claim 50 indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that Applicant regards as the invention. Thus, the amendment does not materially reduce 
or simplify the issues for appeal. With the proposed amendment, base claim 45 would recite that the "first and second interrupt request 
signals are input to said central processing unit as a single interruption," while dependent claim 50 would recite, conversely, that the "first 
and second interrupt request signals are input to said central processing unit as two different interrupt request signals."

In addition to the above, Applicant's arguments in support of the claimed subject matter are not persuasive. 

Applicant contends, "Hosotani fails to disclose, teach, or suggest a data processing apparatus wherein said first and second interrupt 
request signals are input to said central processing unit as a single interruption" (remarks, page 10). 

The examiner notes that here, Applicant's arguments are similar to the arguments presented both in the supplemental appeal brief filed 
on January 13, 2006 and in the request for rehearing filed on December 29, 2006, directed to how the central processing unit "receives" the 
interrupt request signals. In the decision on the appeal (mailed on October 31, 2006), the Board affirmed the rejections of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. 103. In the decision on the request for rehearing (mailed on June 21, 2007), the Board denied the request. Accordingly, 
Applicant's arguments directed to how the interrupt request signals are "input to" the central processing unit are similarly unpersuasive. 

Applicant further contends, "Hosotani fails to disclose, teach, or suggest a data processing apparatus wherein said first and second 
interrupt request signals are AND'ed together to become said single interruption" (remarks, page 10). 

However, the rejections are based on combinations of references. The test for obviousness is not that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). The examiner respectfully 
submits that the record establishes a prima facie case of obviousness.
